In response to the Notice of Allowance and the determination of patent term adjustment 
mailed on July 10, 2006, the Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the patent term 
adjustment and hereby applies for a patent term adjustment from 795 days as granted by the 
United States Patent and Trademark Office to 1,173 days, as of October 3, 2006, plus the number 
of days occurring from October 3, 2006, to the actual issue date of this patent. 

The Applicant requests this patent term adjustment on the basis of 37 C.F.R.§ 1 .702(b), 

for failure to issue a patent within three years of the actual filing date of the application. The

November 26, 2003. A Notice of Allowance was mailed on April 5, 2004. This Notice of 

Allowance indicated a 795 day patent term extension. An Issue Fee transmittal, along with 

formal drawings and an issue fee payment was mailed on April 28, 2004. The postcard included 
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with the Issue Fee transmittal was stamped by the United States Patent and Trademark Office on 
May 3, 2004 and was received by the applicant's attorney on May 7, 2004. A Notice of 
Recordation of Assignment was received on October 14, 2004. A status request was mailed by 
the Applicant on November 1, 2004; April 7, 2005; July 6, 2005; and an attempted conference 
call was made on July 28, 2005. Prosecution was reopened on February 28, 2006. A second 
Notice of Allowance was mailed on July 10, 2006. An Appendix is attached to this application 
which lists a partial history of prosecution, including the above-noted dates. 
This patent is not subject to a Terminal Disclaimer, 

The Applicant made continuous and diligent attempts to diligently prosecute and 
conclude examination of the application. These diligent attempts include numerous status 
requests mailed to the United States Patent and Trademark Office and numerous telephone calls 
made to the designated Examiner. These diligent attempts did finally result in reopening of the 
prosecution on February 28, 2006. However, this leaves a period from the mailing of the issue 
fee and Issue Fee transmittal on April 28, 2004 to the reopening of prosecution on February 28, 
2006, which is unexplained. As noted, the Applicant made numerous and repeated attempts to 
contact the Office and the Examiner through status requests and telephone calls. It is 
respectfully contended that there was no failure by the Applicant to engage in diligent efforts to 
conclude examination and prosecution of this application. 



CONCLUSION 

In light of the foregoing, Applicants respectfully request a patent term adjustment to 
1,1 73 days plus the number of days occurring from October 3, 2006, to the patent issue date.
